Olympic games, which officially opened 


Saturday at Los Angeles. 


The history of tliese games reaches far 
back into the dusty pageant of antiquity. 
Corebus is the first Olympic victor of rec­ 
ord. 
Competing against sprinters from 
all parts of Greece near the village of 
Olympia, this home towm boy won the 
event that w'as then the whole athietic 
program of the original Olympic games 
— a 
spi’int 3-ace 
of approximately 
200 
yards. 
This took place in the year 776 
B. C. 


For twelve hundred yeai’s thei’eatter 
quadi’iennial 
contests 
were 
held, 
these 
contests being resti’icted to Greek 
and 
later to Roman citizens. 
W h a t is now^ 
one of the great events of the Olympiad, 
the marathon race, was not included in 
the first games. 
They had been under 
w'a.v lor nearly three hundred years be­ 
fore Pheidippides ran from Marathon to 
Athens with the news that Miitiades liad 
chased Darius and his Persians into the 
sea. 


Credit is to be given to Bai'on Pierre de 
Coubertin for the modern revival of the 
Olmpiad, with the games open to ifll na­ 
tions. 
First broached at a meeting of the 
Sormonne, Paris, in 18 92, the idea met 
with such favorable response from the 
leading sports bodies of the w'orld that 
the first modern 
Olympic 
games wmi’c 
held, appropriately, at Athens in 18 96. 


It was at Athens 
that 
Bob Garrett, 
Princeton track captain became the first 
victor in the modern revival by capturing 
the discus event on the opening day, thus 


carving his niche in liislory alongside thut 
of Coroebus, made 2,672 years before. 
Garrett had never seen a I’eal discus unti! 
he arrived in Athens, having practiced at 
home with a crude affair fashioned by the 
local blacksmith. 
But he won from the 
Greeks an event traditionally considered 
as their specialty. 


The event at Los Angeles is th;- tenth

ALBANY, N. 
Aug. 4.—-Gover­ 
nor Franklin D. Roosevelt outlined 
informally today the broad general 
principles which will serve as guide 
posts in forming his recommenda­ 
tions for the regulation of the na­ 
tion’s public utility Industry. 
The Democratic nominee for pres­ 
ident, busily engaged in affairs of 
state— among 
them 
the 
delicate 
question of deciding on the Mayor 
Walker ouster case— declined to be 
formally quoted, but went into the 
utility 
question 
at 
considerable 
length. He said be would set forth 
specific recommendations In a rea­ 
sonably early campaign speech. He 
remarked that his principles today 
are unchanged from those which he 
has followed in his duties as gov­ 
ernor of New York state. Broadly, 
they may be outlined as follows: 
1.— The governor condemns as in­ 
defensible 
the 
financing 
methods 
employed by some large utility hold­ 
ing corporations which are now in 
financial difficulty, but he draws a 
a sharp 
distinction 
between 
those 
companies which are, as he feels, 
soundly financed and 
those which 
create Top-heavy capitalization. 
2.— The governor holds as a pri- 
mar;^ principle the 
belief that all 
utility 
companies 
whose 
securities 
are publicly owned must be com­ 
pelled to make public detailed state­ 
ments as 
to their earnings, 
their 
capitalizations, 
and 
the 
inter-rela­ 
tionship of the holding companies 
with The operating companies. He 
contends 
that 
this 
general 
rule 
should be made to apply to all cor­ 
porations which list their securities 
on public markets. Full publicity, he 
insists, should be furnished in im­ 
portant 
transactions 
of 
barter 
or 
trade which have a vital public in­ 
terest. Horse trading, in his opinion, 
might be ex empted, because it is so 
firmly rooted in American tradition, 
from this general rule. 
3.— Governor 
Roosevelt 
insists 
upon the right of the government to 
own power sites and to produce elec­ 
tric power but does not envisage 
public ownership of all utilities. He 
ex plains that such a thought, which 
has been reported fairly widespread 
in Wall Street circles, is a misap­ 
prehension. The governor’s position 
on a national basis was described 
as 
unchanged 
from 
his 
stand 
in 
New York state government— name­ 
ly, 
that 
the 
mere 
pow’er 
of 
the 
state to produce electricity and to 
regulate the profits w'hich privately 
owned companies might derive from 
the 
sale 
of 
this 
power 
at 
retail 
w'ould serve to forestall the tempta­ 
tion of raising rates unduly high. 
4.— He regards as a step In the 
right direction the recently announc­ 
ed policy of the National Electric 
Light Association to confine its ac­ 
tivities solely to the field of statis­ 
tics and to remove itself from lobby­ 
ing or propaganda. The» utility com­ 
panies, 
in 
the 
governor’s 
opinion, 
w'ould do w’ell to keep religiously 
clear of politics. 
5.— While the governor is commit­ 
ted to a policy of stricter regulation 
of the utility industry, he feels that 
his party’s campaign will not im­ 
pose hardships on the soundly di­ 
rected companies, although it may 
direct considerable fire upon those 
companies which, because of finan­ 
cial 
transactions 
or allegations 
of 
ex cessive rates have aroused protest 
from consumers or investors. 
6.— A return of 7 to S per cent 
on its investment is held 
by the 
governor to be a reasonable ex pecta­ 
tion by any power company. Conse­ 
quently, he holds to the view^ that 
his program of closer regulation, by 
keeping 
this 
principle 
uppermost, 
will do nothing to disturb the pres­ 
ent high investment rating of the 
higher grade public 
utility 
securi­ 
ties which in recent years have re­ 
placed railroad liens as an invest­ 
ment favorite. 
While strongly attacking what he 
holds is abuse of powder, in the case 
of some utility holding companies, 
he considers the holding company 
theory sound in principle although 
sometimes unsound in actual opera­ 
tion. 
He 
contemplates 
no 
attack 
upon the principle of holding com­ 
pany organization. 
Governor 
Roosevelt 
indicated 
many inquiries 
had 
been received 
from investors in public utility se­ 
curities, seeking light on the Demo- 
t'rafic 
party’s 
stand. 
Broadly, this 
has been outlined by the governor 
as pledging first protection for the 
consumer of electricity against high 
rares and at the same time provid- 
inj? a reasonable return to the util­ 
ity companies for their service.
